The meeting was called to order with Mayor Pro-tern MacCorkle presiding.

Councilman Johnson moved that the Minutes of the previous meeting as sent
to the Council members he approved.

Mayor Pro-tern MacCorkle presided, explaining that Mayor Drake had been
called to Washington, D. C. in connection with Civil Defense. Mayor Pro-tern
MacCorkle reminded the Council also of the invitation by the Chamber of Commerce
to the luncheon at 12: 15.

No action was taken on the zoning request of JOSEPHINE VISCARDI for change
of zoning at M-07-11 B. 15th from "B" Residence to "C" Commercial, and this matter
was deferred until November 21st in order that a fall Council might "be present*

MR, P.QSWELL MILLER appeared before the Council stating there were flagrant
inequities in tax valuations throughout the City, and stated a few cases where
his properties were involved in a ten "block area from his home in Bnfield. Coun-
cilman Long thought an investigation should "be made and that Mr. Stohl and Mr.
Rickey Key should be asked to bring an explanation ©f these matters next week.
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Councilman Long then moved that the Council ask Mr. Stohl and Mr. Key to appear "b
fore the Council next week and give a statement of the facts as they find them.

Discussion of the traffic ordinance pertaining to No-partking between HtCO
P.M. and 6:00 P.M. on the north aide of West Sixth Street from Lamar to Henderson
and on the north and south sides of East llth from Sen Jacinto west to Brazos, ex-
tending north from E. llth Street; and No parking "between 7:00 A.M. & 9sOO A.M.
on the same street, and also on Parkway Street on the south side from Laraar to
Baylor? and adding two-hour parking on Parkway street on the north side from
lamar to Baylor, was held.

ORDINANCE AND ALL ORDINANCES OR PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN CON-
FLICT HEREWITH; DECLARING AN EMERGENCY AND SUSPENDING THE
RULE ESQUIRING TEE BEADING OF ORDINANCES ON THREE SEPARATE
DAYS.

Discussion was held on the traffic ordinance addir^ passenger zone loca-
tions on West 7th Street on the north side Weginning 1© feetueast of the east
property line of Colorado and extending eastward for a distance of 30 feet; and
Colorado Street on the east side, Beginning at entrance to Motoramp Garage, and
extending southward a distance of 50 feets and Bus Loading Zone Locations on
Lavaca Street along the east curb on the south' side a distance of 50* south from
West 12th Street; on West 12th Street along the north curb on the west side a
distance of 50* west from Lavaca Street; on West 12th Street along north curb on
the west side a distance of 50* west fromGuadalupe Street, Councilman Long asked
for further study on this ordinance before it was introduced.
